INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your Sun Rider requires four C batter- 
ies. We recommend alkaline batteries, 
such as RadioShack Cat. No. 23-551 . 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and type. 

• Never leave dead or weak batter- 
ies in the Sun Rider. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries (stan- 
dard, alkaline, or nickel-cadmium), 
or rechargeable batteries of differ- 
ent capacities. 

• Dispose of batteries properly; do 
not bury or burn them. 


GETTING IT READY 

To attach the handlebars, press the 
handlebars into the hole above the 
front wheels. 

Place the decals on the Sun Rider in 
the locations shown.

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1 . Pull the tabs up and lift off the bat- 
tery compartment cover. 

2. Match the -h and - marks. 

3. Replace the cover and make sure 
it is secure.

Note: Be sure to fasten Barbie's seat 
belt and put on her safety helmet 
when you have Barbie in her Rider.
